TWIN FALLS - Despite a 5 per- 
cent increast' in water and sewer 
rates, the nvurugu city resident 
won't see a dtangc in their utility 
bills, thapks to lower garbage 
fees, the city's financial director 
.said Monday. 

Gary Evans said HSl Waste 
Systems Inc. plans to drop 
garbage fees by S1.39 per monlli. 
whicl) could balance out the city's 
increased water and sdwer rate 
hikes. 

PSI trucks will not have to 
make the lengthy drive to the 
Hub Bime Landfill anymore, dri- 
ving to a closer tran.sfer station 
site instead. This will reduce 
expenses. 

Tlie average city customer u.ses 
about 15,000 galJoas of water per 
I month, <md spends alxmt S3‘) jkt 
I month on utilities. 

[■ Tlie council approved the city’s 
$26 million 2000-01 budget in a 6- 
1 vote. Councilman Trip Craig 
cast the lone di.s.seming vote, siiy- 
ing he wanted the budget pi go to 
a second public hearing instead. 

At Mortday’s public hearing, 
only City Library Director Arlan. 
Call spoke. He commended the 
councU and city staff for its work 
on the budget for the spending 
year starting Oct. 1. 

Evans and City Manager Tom 
Courtney also told the council 
that an expected 5 percent- 
increase in city recreation fees 
might not be necessary. 

-Th6 Cily Council approved a 
$208,756 cost-cutting plup last 
week designed to keep the dty's 
property tax rate at the current 
level. But tltat plan would mean 
an increa.se in dty recreation fees, 
including all dty sport.s programs.

WASHINGTON - The compa- 
ny run until this month by formv 
Defense Secretary Dick Cheney 
has reaped more than $2 billion 
' in federal contracts to support 
U.S. troops on some of the peace- 
keeping mi^ons that George W. 
Bush says have helped run down 
the military. 

U.S. deployments in Bosnia, 
Kosovo, Somalia and elsewhere - 
the kinds of missions Bush has 
pledged to reduce if elected - 
have meant big contracts for 
Dallas-based Halliburton Co., 
which Cheney, the GOP vice 
presidential candidate, headed 
from 1995 until he retired two 
weeks ago. 

What started out as a $4 mil- 
lion contratt In 1992 to help the 
i government plan how to provide 
meals, tents, toilets and laundry 
for troops sent on missions to far- 
flung lands has grown substan- 
tially for Halliburton, on oil-ser- 
vices conglomerate. 

Halliburton’s Brown & Root 
Services subsidiary has received 
the lion’s share of the Pentagon’s 
Please see CONTRACTS.

Obstetricians’ 
group issues 
new guidelines

WASHINGTON - Caesarean 
sections started dropping .tlowly 
in the early 1990.s after an outcry 
that American women undergo 
too many - but now they’re on 
the rise again. 

Most puzzling: Why C-sections 
are increasing in first-time moms, 
not just in women who previously 
had one. And where pregnant 
women live determines how like- 
ly they are to wind up on the 
operating tabic - C-scctions are 
more common in the South than 
out West. 

Now, with Caesareans inching 
back up to 22 percent of U.S. 
births, the nation’s leading obste- 
tricians’ group is issuing new 
guidelines to r^ucc unnecessary 
C-sections and reserve the 
surgery for mothers and babies 
who truly need it. 

There are.many suspects in the 
C-section rise - state-by-statc 
variation particularly suggests 
doctors’ habits sometimes can 
ovei^adow medical need. 

"Maybe we’ve become too 
technit^” says I^. Jean Walker, 
an attending obstetrician at 
Chicago’s Rush-Presbyterian-St.

Don Meiulrala, rusidL-nl aguni 
in charge of the DEA’s Utah 
office, said iodine used in several 
meth labs was traced to Roperi. 

After a scveral-nioiuh investi- 
gation, DE.A officers e.xeculcd a 
search wanaiu 'nmrsday at S &• 
M Dairy Supply in Riiperi. a 
company owned by Morienseii 
that manufactures products for 
dairies. 

The DEA confiscated several 
hundred pounds of iodine ciys- 
tals and business records that 
could indicate where tlie iodine 
is being sold. Mcndrala said. 
More important than discovering 
the iodine is the hope of discov- 
ering where the iodine was sold, 
he said. 

Officers have found al)Out 175 
methamphetaminc labs in Utah 
this year, Mcndrala said, and

; After out-of-state buyers con* 
tacted him on two additional 
occasions, saying they wanted 
iodine for leg^ uses, Mortensen 
said he contacted an FBI agent in 
Twin Falls to possibly arrange a 
sale that would lead agents to 
bust a meth lab. 

. Mortensen said he even con- 
tacted same agent last 
and tried to arrange for the I%1 
to intercept a supply of iodine he 
sent to a Utah Imyer he suspea- 
ed of manufacturing meth. 
Mortensen said the FBI never fol- 
lowed through. 

Dominic Venturi, the supem- 
sory special agent supervises 
the Falls’ FBI bureau, said 
he couldn’t respond to 
Monensen’s allegations because 
the FBI can’t comment on ongo- 
ing investigations.-' 


When Mortensen was 
approached in March by on indi* 
viduol who admitted he wanted 
the iodine to make meth, 
Mortensen said he told the per- 
son to go elsewhere. But die mdi* 
vidual said some people in Utah 
would be angry at him if he 
didn't come bock with the iodine. 
Mortensen said his shop had 
already been burglarised, so he 
agreed to sell the iodine td him 
once, but never again. 

"I might have made the wrong 
decision ... (but) I was concerned 
about the safe^ of my business 
and my family,” Monensen said. 

Mendrala told the Associated 
Press the buyer was an undercov- 
er agent. 

“We offered him an out when 
the officer told him why he was 
buying, but the guy sdll opted to 
sell the iodine,” Mendrala said. 

Federal agents arrived at S & 
M Dairy Supply last Thursday 
while Mortensen was out of town 
and confiscated his computer, 
business records and supply of 
iodine crystals, Mortensen told 
the Associated Press. 

Mortensen could face felony 
charges under Utah meth lab 
statutes, which ore punishable by 
up to life in prison, Mendrala 
sold. 

“We’re tired of the meth labs 
down here,” Mendrala said.

The city’s property tax rate has 
either st<^ sdll or iWuced in the 
last eight years.

Earlier this month the Federal 
Aviation Administration ordered 
maintenance examinations for 
that type of engine, focusing on a 
port c^ed the compressor spool.

WASHINGTON (AP) - House 
Speaker Dennis Hasten offered 
Monday to push legislation boost- 
ing the minimum wage by $1 
over two years without -making 
the increase contingent on two 
key tax cuts that drew objections 
from President Glnton. 

Hastert, R-Ill., said in a letter to 
the president that Republicans 
still wanted a S76 billion package 
of business tax breaks to accom- 
pany the wage measure but 
would remove proposals to abol- 
ish the estate tax and to change 
pension laws, induding increased 
contribution limits for 401(k) 
plans. Both are subjects of sepa- 
rate bills. 

Democrats have long sought in 
these prosperous economic times 
to increase the SS.lSon-hour fed- 
eral minimum wage, but 
Republicans say tax breaks are 
needed to cushion the higher 
costs that would fall on business- 
es. The Senate and House have 
passed different versions of such 


legislation, but efforts at compro- 
mise have been bogged down for 
months. 

“It is very clear that a vast 
majority of congressional 
Democrats and Republicans 
would like to see a balanced 
approach achieved before we 
adjourn," Hasten said in the let- 
ter to Clinton. 

According to Clinton adminis- 
tration estimates, about 10 mil- 
lion workers earning between 
S5.15 and S6.14 an hour would be 
directly helped by a $1 minimum 
wage increase. For a full-time 
worker now oarning minimum 
wage, it would amount to a 
$2,000 annual raise.

Spending jumps, savings hit 
bottom during midsummer

WASHINGTON - American 
consumers went on a buying 
binge in July, ratcheting up 
spending twice as fast as their 
incomes grew. That drove down 
the nation’s perwna! savings rate 
to the lowest point ever recorded. 

After spending cautiously dur- 
ing the spring, consumers 
splurged last month, increasing 
their spending by a brisk 0.6 per- 
cent, the biggest jump since 
February, the Commerce 
Department reported Monday. 

Spending rose a little bit faster 
than the 0.5 percent gain many 
analysts were anticipating. 

Americans* incomes, which 
includes wages, interest and gov- 
ernment benefits, meanwhile, 
grew by a modest 03 percent in 
July, matching analysts’ expecta- 
tions. 

Economists said people arc 
feeling wealthy and in the mood 
to spend because jobs are plenti- 
ful, incomes ore rising, inflation is 
low and the stock maiket - which 
was volatile in the spring and 
helped to temper spending - is 
buoyant. “The consumer is 



back,” declared Joel Naroff, 
economist with Naroff Economic 
Advisoi^ “It was not just motor 
vehicles and furniture that peo- 
ple bought. They traveled, ate 
out and bought ail the little 
things they wanted." 


All ihEit spending pulled down 
the personal savings rate - sav- 
ing.s as a percentage of after-tax 
income - to a negative 0.2 per- 
cent in July, the lowest monthly 
rate ever. In Jimc, the rate stood 
at a positive 0.1 percent. 


The Pillsbury Dough Boy is 
olive and well.

But for the consumer, who may 
not have heard of Unilever but 
buys Klondike bars and I Can’t 
Believe It’s Not Butter, the com- 
pany’s deal with Bestfoods means 
nothing. And it’s not unusual fur

IDAHO FALLS (AP) - Nobody talks 
about shooting rockets from the Idaho 
desert anymore, since the state's efforts to 
build a spaceport have been indefinitely 
postponed. 

But the Idaho National Engineering and 
Environmental Laboratory could get a" 
smaller chunk of aerospace business by 
making nuclear batteries to power inter- 
planetary space travel. 


The U.S. Department of Energy is con- 
sidering whether an isotope to nin space 
prolxjs might be pmduced at the site. The 
agency is seeking comments on a study 
looking at where the country’s supply of 
plutonium-238 miglit l>e produced.

T he tution has watched while 
lives have been lost homes 
destroyed {ind millions of acres 
of our national forests dioired 
this summer. 

You may think that dry weather is die 
cause, but think again. You can thank the 
federd government for decades of fire 
suppression and and-log^ng polices that 
promoted raging fires in forests of crowd- 
ed, dry and dead trees. 

The people who live in and around the 
forests are paying the highest price for 
this mismanagement. President Clinton 
announced tlut he would help make 
amends by dol^ out a $150 million in 
emergen^ assistance. Unfommately, 
money won’t brii^ back what was lost to 
the flames, nor will It prevent history 
from repeating itself. 

It’s time that Congress and the presi- 
dent devise a new strata^ for mona^g 
our forests. If they investigated, they 
would learn that historically, forests 
were more open and health^. For exam- 
ple, before federal involmnent 20 to 55 
ponderosa pines grew per acre of forest. 
But after decades of f^eral "manage- 
ment," we now often have 300 to 900 
trees in that same amount of space! 

It’s not surprising that more than 60 
percent of federal forests arc now either 
unhealthy or deteriorating, according to 
a U.S. Forest Service report. One reason 
pre-federalized forests were healthier 
was frequent fire. 

For example, ponderosa pine forests 
burned every five to 15 years in blazes 
ignited by lightning strikes or by Native 
Americans. Natives used fires extend ve- 
iy and Ranged the face of North

America by modifying the landscape to 
favor certain plants and animals. 

These frequent fires burned at low 
intensities that deared out the brush 
without harming large trees. Then 
entered federal management. Not only 
did fedc^ agendes not start fires as 
Native Americans did, they worked hard 
to quickly stamp out all of Mother 
Nature’s fires. 

A hundred years later we have forests 
full of dead and dying trees, creating 
unhealthy tinderbox conditions. The 
acctimulaied wood fuels honer fires and 
serves as a ladder, allowing flames to 
climb into the tree canopy and destroy 
larger trees. 

NOw President Clinton and Congr^ 
have three options. They could continue 
with the existing policy - but that only 
promises future devastation followed by 
emergency aid. Not exactly a good 
option. 

Others suggest that forest managers 
massively increase the number of “pre- 
scribed bums,” where fires are intention- 
ally lit in hopes of reducing underbrush 
and thinning the forest. 

Also, “controlled fires” sometimes get 
out of control, particularly when there is 
so much fuel in the forest. For example, 
the fe^ burned 400 homes in the town of 
Los Alamos this spring in a “controlled 
bum” that escap^. 

The best option, recommended by 


forestry experts, involves mechanically 
thinning forests - cutting out underb^^ 
and some trees to restore forests to tl^^ 
previous state of 20 to 55 trees per ac^. 
Selective logging does not release ma,v 
sive amounts of air pollution and it gener- 
ates revenue to help defray the costs ^f 
forest management. 

Recognizing deteriorating forest 
health, some environmentalists support 
sdective log^ng.” ' 

The many fires this year and the 
unhealthy, tinderbox conditions on 
remaining federal lands should be a cud 
to restore the ecological health of foresti:. 
But it’s not dear if federal forest man- ; 
agers have heard the message. | 

The Clinton administration is pushing 
to create new national monuments ondh 
roa^ess plan for federal forests, both o!( 
which will make fire management more 
difficult because they create de faao 
wilderness areas Where needed thinning 
may not be allowed. 

While in Idaho, die president joked : 
that when he first arrived in Washington, 
“There was a lot of underbrush that neM- 
ed cutting there.” If the president will not 
heed the advice of experts and cnviron-l 
mentalists for the forests, perhaps he wjd 
heed his own. \

- Weatherman fights fires with data 


O'NEIL BASIN, Nev. (AP) • 
When Mike Smith rouses himMlf 
from bed at 5-ajn. each day, he 
_be^n^(m(LPilhel0RSU^ ' ' 
and most important jobs in the 
modem fire camp: telling crews 
how much danger they are likely 
to face, in time for them to pre- 
pare for ih 

A veteran meteorologist, Smith 
monitors weather patterns and 
alerts firefighters of sudden wind 
shifts or random thunderstorms 
that could whip up flames and 
throw their lives into peril. 

“You are the only weather per- 
son on the fire so it's not like 
there's anyone else to lay the 
blame on if the forecast goes 
bad,** said Smith, a senior meteo- 
rolo^t for the National Weather 
Service. “They don't go to the 
weather office ... they come to 
me, because Pm respon^ble.** 

Smith is one of 36 meteorolo- 
' gists in the United States quali- 
fied to work at wildfires. Twenty- 
five of them are now on the front 
lines at blazes raging across the 
West. 

The typical fire meteorolo^t is 
a computer whiz who can set up a 
satellite dish, download weather 
models and then spend the night 
in a dusty tent in the middle of 
nowhere. 

Smith puts in 14- to 16-hour 
days, stays away from home for 
weelu at a time but still colls his 
job sedentary compared to that of 
the firefi^ters who trek out to 
the flames to dig for hours in 
sw el terin g heat. 

"You take the position knowing 
this will bo part of your job," 
Smith said from his makeshift 
office in an abandoned ranch 
house 25 miles southeast of 
Jackpot,' Nev., where fires black- 
ened more than 31,000 acres of. 
sagebrush. 

“I don't think most people 
know what they arc getting into, 
though," said SmlUi, a 38-year-old 
from Sacramento, Calif., who hos< 
spent 10 years chasing fires. 
“They don’t realize they can be 
called up at any time during the 
summer and that they will be 
sleeping in a tent. It's not like 
back at the office." 

Smith's day starts at S a.m. 
Within minutes, he has turned on 
his laptop, set on an old chest In 
what was the abandoned ranch's 
master bedroom and linked to a 
satellite dish outside. 

He checks the latest forecast 
and heads to a 6 a.m. briefing, 
where he tells planning chiefs 
what’s in storc/ “i know that they 
are making decisions based on 
my forecasts and that feels good," 
Smith said. “That’s why incident 
meteorologists like their jobs, 
because we know when we are 
here what we do is important." 

“We know that at home too, 
but you arc more removed," he 
said. “You don’t really see the 
results." 

At 33 minutes past every hour. 
Smith receives a three-megabyte 
packet of compressed data from 
weather service headquarters in 
Salt Lake City, which feeds into 
his computer in 10 seconds. 

A special program unzips the 
files and arranges them so they 
can be interpreted. The data 
include infrar^ satellite pictures 
of water vapor, high and low pres- 
sure systems, temperatures, wind 
speed and direction. 

The most potentially d^erous 
element at a wildfire is wind, 
Smith said. And If an image of a 
brewing thunderstorm pops up, 
he starts worrying. “You get 30 to 
40 mph downdrafts with a thun- 
derstorm and they could blow the 
fire in an unexpected way." 

In that case, Smith would run 
over to communications and get a 
message out to the 450 men and 
' women battling the blaze. 

“A lot of the firefighters work 
with their heads dow^ and they 
are not paying attention to what 
is around them,” Smith said. “It 
would be my job to alert them.” 

Making sure the message 
reaches them quickly is the main 
reason Smith is on the scene 
rather than in an office in 
California. “If the incident com- 
mander saw something was going 
on it might take him on hour to 
get hold of the nearest weather 
station, whereas he can just walk 
up to me and say, 'Hey, what’s 
going on?*” Smith said. 

Being here also allows Smith to 
see the fire firsthand and deter- 
mine how the terrain, such as 
canyons that channel winds, are 
affecting local weatlier. 

Besides satellite images. Smith 
uses a handheld radio to call a 
remote weather station set up 
about five m0es.from camp. He'll 
hear a computerized voice read 
the local temperature, wind 
speed and humidity. Or be can 
drive out to the solar-powered 
. station, plug in his laptop and 
retrieve several days' worth of 
data. 

Back in the old days,' weather 
data came in only twiro a day via 
shortwave radio and it rolled out 
. on a huge printer rather than

Other 
times, headquarters aoddentolly 
cut off his data or the computer 
crashed. 


In those cases, the weatherman 
relies on older equipment such os 
the theodolite - a 1940s gadget, 
_noJoDgetin productiotuibaLuses- 
a helium balloon and trigonome- 
try to determine wind speeds. 

“You learn to be creative," 
Smith saicL **You can't just dick a 
button and have the data come 
up on the screen." 

Whatever the method, the fire

Congressman 
talks about fire 
management

BUHL - A trip to the front 
lines of the West’s battle 
against wild fires raging 
throughout the region last 
week reinforced U.S. Rep. 
Mike Simpson’s view that 
more management of national 
forest resources is needed. 

Simpson told a group of sup- 
porters gathered at a Monday 
evening fund-raising event 
that a visit to the 182,000-acre 


Clear Creek fire northwest of 
Salmon gave him first-hand 
knowledge of what it takes to 
fight and prevent a fire of that 
magnitude. 

During his visit, Simpson met 
with U.S. Forest Service person- 
nel from all over the country 
there to fight the blaze. 

“They were the first to say we 
have not managed our forests 
right,” Simpson told the group 
of about 60 Republicans gath- 
ered for the golf scramble and 
fish fry event- 

“They said there was way too 
much of the 'Don't touch h atti- 
tude,” Simpson said after dish- 
ing out peaches and homemode 
va^B ice cream to his guests. 

It’s a theme Simpson's been . 
harping on at most of his 
appearances in the Ma^c Valley 
during his current campaign for 


a second-term in the U.S. House. 

Along with the rest of Idaho’s 
congressional delegation, 
Simpson has been very vocal in 
his criticism of the Clinton 
Administration’s forest manage- 
ment policies. 

“I’m hopeful a new adminis- 
tration will change the direction 
our land management has 
gone," Simpson said. 

Forest officials say the feroci- 
ty of this year's fires is a result 
of not just dry, hot weather, but 
nearly a century of aggressive 
fire suppression. 

Simpson used the opportunity 
to make several plugs for the 
OOP’s presidential candidate 
George W. Bush. Simpson him- 
self is facing light opposition in 
November's general election 
from Democrat Craig Williams 
and Libertarian candidate 
Donovan Bramwell. 


Simpson compared this year’s 
election to 1980's race when 
Ronald Reagan won the White 
House. 

“This is one of those elections 
that will change directions of 
the country," he said. 

But he warned that while win- 
ning the presidency for the GOP 
must be a priority, keeping 
Republican control of Congress 
is also crucial - despite worries 
expressed by some that a ‘ 
Republican White House and 
Republican Congress would be 
too tempted to abuse their 
power. 

“I say give it to us for two 
years and judge us on the 
result,” he said.

Fires at the INEEL in late July 
burned nearly 50,000 acres of 
rangeland. State INEEL 
Oversight Program monitors 
detected an increase in radiation 
levels at the site following the 
fire. 

But state officials doMTiplayed 
the significance of radiation lev- 
els that environmentalists say 
are up to 870 percent and GOO 
percent of levels earlier this 
year. 

“More than burnt sage ^vas in 
that smoke, and the public 
demands honesty from its gov- 
ernment,” said Erik Ringelberg. 
executive director of Keep 
Yellowstone Nuclear Free, based 
in Jackson, Wyo. 

Any increase in radiation 
exposure brings increased health 
risks, the environmental groups 
say, 

The state results were not 
unexpected, .state oversight pro- 
gram scientist Doug Walker said. 
Tile small increases in radiation 
were consistent with historical 
background levels. 

"However, none of the post- 
fire concantrations present any 
appreciable increase in health 
risks to the public,” Walker said. 

State monitoring equipment 
also deieciud some cesium-137, a 
man-mudu clement that emits 
high-energy gamma ray.s. But the 
radiation level was 1 k‘1ow federal 
public health limits, he said. 

State officials Siiy the source is 
unknown. 

Chuck Broscious of the 
Environmental Defense Institute 
in Troy .sugge.sts the cesium may 
have come from an accidental 
April 2, 1992, release of cesium 
flukes at the INEEL’s ihun-lduhn 
Chemical Proce.uing Plant. One 
of the areas burned this summer 
was contaminated with cesium, 
he stiid. 

Tiiul'.s txissible, state oversiglti 
program director Kathleen 
Trever said, hut tlie amount of 
cesium found was small, and it 
was nut possible to identify the 
source. The cesium also could be 
from weapons testing in the 
1950s and l%0s. 

The cesium in the hnniL-d area 
was deposited earlier and was 
included on a map from 1990, 
INEEL spokesman Nick Nichols 
said. Must of the cesium from the 
1992 release fell inside the facili- 
ty fence and was cleaned up. But 
there probably still is some 
around out there, he siiid. 

The site contaminated with 
cesium also was downwind from 
the site where it was detected 
after the fire, INEEL spokesman 
John Walsh said. 

INEEL’s own tests so far have 
showTi no man-made radioactive 
elements released as a result of 
the fires, Walsh said. Further 
test results are expected this 
week. But officials expected to 
see increased radiation levels 
with amount of particles floating 
in the air as a result of the fire.

HAILEY - After six years and 
countless court battles, it’s offi- ' 
clal: Johnny Urrutia can sell 
you a piece of property south of 
Bellevue for you to put a multi- 
mlllioh dollar log home on. 

With the Idaho Supreme 
Court forcing Blaine County’s 
hand, commissioners Monday 
gave Urrutia the go-ahead to 
subdivide his property in a 
decision that .appeared to 
undermine the county's desire 
to protect open space and agri- 
cultural lano. 

“I feel it took too long to hap- 
pen, but I feel like the commis- 
sion finally did something with- 
out an agenda due to the 


Supreme Court,” an elated 
Urrutia said on the steps of the 
old County Courthouse. 

The case Involved two appli- 
cations for subdivisions; one 
was submitted by the Urrutia 
family in 1994 to subdivide a 
160-Bcre parcel into seven lots; 
and the other was submitted by 
Virginia Reed in 1995 to subdi- 
vide a 119-acre parcel into four 
lots. Both properties are in 
areas zoned for single-family 
homes on lots of 20 acres or 
larger and agricultural uses. 

At the planning and zoning's 
recommendation, commission- 
ers approved them 1995. saying 
that though the applications did 
not entirely conform to the 
comprehensive plan. Ihev did 
comply with zoning and subdivi- 


sion ordinances. 

But a 5th DisDict Court Judge 
ovemimed the decision a year 
later when adjoining landown- 
er, Dean Rogers, protested to 
the court 

The Urrutias appealed the 
denial in 1998 after commis- 
sioners reversed themselves. 
The court’s order to reverse the 
decision prompted the county 
to appeal and th^Urrutlas to 
cross-appeal. 

The Supreme Court over- 
turned the commissioners’ deci- 
sion, saying that a comprehen- 
sive plan is a guide, and com- 
missioners had erred by apply- 
ing tha plan as if it were a zon- 
ing ordinance. Furthermore, it 
said, commissioners erred by 
retroactively applying the 1994 


comprehensive plan, which was 
adopted more than a month 
after the Urrutias filed their 
application. 

Court watchers said the deci- 
sion may make it harder for 
Blaine County to deny property 
owners the right to subdivide. 

Monday the commissioners 
weighed the 1975 compnehen- 
sive plan. Even then, t|^ plan 
discouraged developntjlnt on 
viable agricultural landt cau- 
tioning that development would 
detract from scenic value, 
result in tax increases reducing 
the attractiveness of farming 
land in Blaine County and force 
cities and counties to spend 
more money serving remote 
locations with emergency and 
other services. 


It’s not a question of whether 
the application conforms entire- 
ly to the 1975 comprehensive 
plan. Commissioner Len Hurlig 
said. It does not conform at all. 

But commissioners abruptly 
changed course and gave the 
Urrutias the go-ahead to subdi- 
vide. 

•‘They’ve got an ordinance 
that conflicts with the law, and 
they were trying every way pos- 
sible to shoehorn it in,” lawyer 
Gary Slette told family mem- 
bers following the hearing. 

Urrutia said the land, which 
has been used for pasture, has 
been in his family for a half 
century. He plans to divide it 
into seven lots - the smallest 
being 20 acres and the largest 
39.

Bountiful's 
salcs-tax revenue dipped by 
$100,000 this year. It raised 
property taxes to recoup. 

“Wc hate to do it,” Bountiful 
City Manager Tom Hardy said. 
“We have tried to keep our 
property tax low and our munic- 
ipal services level high. But you 
reach a point when you can't 
make bricks with straw.” 

Bountiful also has cut the 
number of dty employees from 
210 in 1980 to 180 today. 
Officials hope the Renaissance 


towne Centre, a large mall with 
restaurants and movie theaters, 
will jump start local purchases. 
The dty’s Planning Commission 
approved the project last week. 

Levying sales tax on Internet 
commerce could rescue local 
governments, according to Dave 
Spatafore, a legislative lobbyist 
for the League of Cities and 
Towns, but those taxes are still 
at least three years away. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt is among 
those urging Congress to solve 
(he Internet-tax dilemma. 
Leavitt, retailers and local offi- 
cials rallied at the Capitol in 
April, decrying what they call a 
special privilege extended to 
Internet retailers. 


But the $100 increase for 
Saturday funerals seemed unfair 
to some, so the proposed increas- 
jBS were spread out more evenly 
ambrig'the' various'services. 

The overdue library book fee 
would double, from five cents a 
day to 10 cents a day.

MOSCOW (AP) - Freshman 
English and basic math will still 
be required, but such dasscs and 
others in the University of 
Idaho’s core curriculum arc being 
restructured to produce gradu- 
ates who arc educated - not just 
trained.

Officials hope for water dispute compromise 


: SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
Slate and federal offidols signed 
C historic compromise in 
California’s water disputes 
Monday, triggering the release 
« hundreds of millions of dollars 
fir ecosystem restoration and 
other projects. 

t However, nearly all the money 
iReded to finance the $8.6 bil- 
Mn, seven-year plan still needs

ahd Congress. 

;The Cal-Fed “record of deci- 
sion,” a stack of documents 18 
tn^es tail , formalizes and offers 
new detail on projects outlined 
in an agreement announced 
June 9. 

2 “We have a plan that people 
On now hold us accountable 
Mr,” said state Resources 
y^ency Secretary Mary Nichols. 
•The officials’ signatures set 
i&to motion plans meant to stabi- 
Itte the water supply for agricul- 
Ijire and dties; to protect drink- 
ing water quality; restore the 


fragile Sacramento-San Joaquin 
Delta and San Francisco Bay; 
and strengthen levees. 

The projects would raise the 
water level in certain re.servoirs, 
including Shasta Lake; rcline 
canals to decrease water loss; 
boost recycling, transfers and 
underground storage; improve 
conservation; and increase state 
and federal pumping 15 percent 
from the southern edge of the 
delta. 

The document “will provide a 
bright green light for specific 
projects,” said Deputy U.S. 
interior Secretary David J. 
Hayes. 

Interior Secretary Bruce 
Babbitt plans to visit California 
in October; As part of a plan to 
improve fi^ ecosystems, he will 
begin to tear down 20-foot-tall 
Seltzer Dam near Redding. 

The Cal-Fed plan developed 
over six years would create an 
“environmental water account” 
to help fi^ and wildlife, but the 


officials have not specified 
where that water would come 
from. 

The Legislature is considering 
a bill that would create a panel to 
oversee the projects. 

The record of decision repre- 
sented the last hurdle delaying 
the release of $135 million in 
state money for Cal-Fed projects. 
Another $390 million from the 
state for ecosystem restoration 
was also contingent on signing of 
the record of decision. 

Much of the money pays for 
engineering and environmental 
studies that will lay the ground- 
work for the projects, which have 
been tied up for years as the 
interest groups hashed out the 
agreement. 

“We have had 30 years of inac- 
tion on water policy, 30 years 


frozen in inability to improve our 
system, which has been crum- 
bling,” Nichols said. 

The record of decision and the 
oversight commission propel the 
plans into action in a “well bal- 
anced and fair manner,” she said. 

Yet fresh disputes threaten to 
bog the projects down before 
they even begin. 

Earlier this summer, the 
House voted to eliminate $60 
million that President Clinton 
proposed for Cal-Fed. The 
Senate Appropriations 
Committee also voted to elimi- 
nate the funding. 

“We remain hopeful that this 
Congress will provide this 
money,” Hayes said. “In the con- 
text of $8 billion, $60 million is 
not a significant amount of 
money.”

Biologists fight losing 
battle to save caribou 


SANDPOINT (AP) - Biologists 
say ilie Sbikirk herd of wiKKiland 
caribou has dwindled to its 
smallest population since the 
animals were listed as a federal- 
ly protected endangered species 
in 1984. 

Ltist winter’s census turned up 
only 34 caribou, and two weeks 
ago one radio-collared caribou 
was found dead. 

The Selkirk herd is home to 
the last caribou in the 46 con- 
tiguous United States. It travers- 
es the mouniaintops between 
Canada, Washington and Idaho, 
wintering on the ridges and feed- 
ing on lichen. 

The herd used to outnumher 
deer and graze in the Tacoma 
Flats along the Pend Oreille 
River. By the 1950s, an esiimat< 
cdlOO remained. 

Now, government biologists 
have implemented a zero-toler- 
ance policy for caribou predators 
and are considering a captive 
breeding program in a dcsiwraie 
bid to keep the tiny herd alive. 

“When you get down to 30 ani- 
mals, you're done. You’re really 
done,” Jim Hayden, northern 
Idaho wildlife manager for the 
Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game, said at a recent meeting. 

But Jon Almuck, a wildlife biol- 
ogist for the state of Wasliington, 
and others working with wood- 
land caribou siLspect lust winter’s 
count mi.ssed a few animaR So 
the coming winter’.s census will 
be crucial to determine the sta- 
tus of the herd. 

Woodland caribou are distinct 
from northern caribou, which 
inhabit Alaska and the northern 
region of Canada. A Canadian 
study is under way to determine 
whether they are genetically dis- 
tinct. 

Deer, a more abundant food 
source for cougars, tend to stay at 
lower elevations than caribou. 
But the loss of old-growth habitat 
means that deer and caribou are 


sharing mure of the same terrain. 

Plus, whiieinil deer popula- 
tions are up, alirnciing more 
cougars to liie area. 

Yet limiting deer tmmhcr.s, or 
cat numbers’, alone might just 
worsen the carilxiu’s plight in the 
short term, experts say. 

The current strategy is to keep 
a cluse eye on the 18 lions that 
are collared and recover any 
killed carilmu as (juickly as possi- 
ble to determine the cause of 
death,. 

And to keep the herd fnmi dis- 
appearing entirely, a multi- 
agency carilmu steering commit- 
tee that guides recovery efforts is 
asking (Zanada to provide more 
caribou to transplant into the 
Selkirks. 

Six transplants have brought 
103 caribou to the Seikirks. The 
lust transplant was 11 animals in 
1998. 

But Canadian ciiribou may no 
longer be available. Like their 
stateside cousins, British 
Columbia’s caribou are threat- 
ened by loss of old-growth forest, 
predators and snowmobiles. 

“A lot of |>eople tend to look at 
Canada and say. They’ve got lots 
of carilxju,’" sjiid Suzanne Audet, 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
caribou expert. "But theirs are 
taking a nosedive, too." 

The downward trend in cari- 
bou numbers is paralleled by a 
funding decline. 

Idaho’s share of those federal 
funds is for all endangered 
species in the Selkirks, so only 
about 35 iwrceni goes to caribou 
recovery efforts. 

An e.stimaied total of $4.7 mil- 
lion has been spent on caribou 
recovery efforts since the simcies 
was listed. 

The government’s General 
Accounting Office investigated 
the recovery effort last year at 
the request of U.S. Sen. Larry 
Craig, K-Idaho. It concluded that 
funding was inadequate.

Hazing not foreign to Anterican high schools

WASHINGTON - Some high 
school students looking to pursue 
extracurricular activities and par- 
f'ticipate in athletics arc cncoun- 
I tering obstacles to joining clubs, 
I organizations and sports teams. 
According to a survey released 
Monday by Alfred University, 48 
■ percent of those high school stu- 

1 dents who responded to a survey 
! have been through some form of 
; initiation process when joining 
; clubs or teams. In addition, 43 

• tpercent of students who respond- 

• ed said they were subjected to 

2 humiliating activities and 29 per- 
2 cent responded that they were 
; forced to perform illegal aedvi- 
' ties. 

The study, funded by the uni- 

• versity in Alfred, N.Y., defined 
. hazing as “any humiliating activi- 
ty expected of you to join a 

. group, regardless of your willing- 
; ness to participate.” Humiliatii^ 
I activities can lead to more seri- 


ous behavior such as substance 
abuse, physical abuse and risky 
sexual behavior, the study’s 
authors said. 

“Humiliation in hazing is like 
the canary in the coal mine,” said 
Nadine Hoover, principle investi- 
gator of the survey. 

Colleges have long been the 
focus of hazing crackdowns, but 
the Alfred study shows that high 
schools and primary schools are 
also breeding grounds for hazing. 
Of those responding that they 
have been hazed, one-quarter 
said they had experienced the 
process before they were 13 
years old. Girls are nearly as like- 
ly to be hazed as boys are, the 
study reported. 

Alfred researchers mailed out 
20,000 confidential surveys to 
hi^ school students across the 
country and received back 1,541 
responses, a number Hoover 
called statistically significant. “I 
am very confident in these 
results,” she said, adding the 


results indicated a need to study 
Iiigli school hazing further. 

Football squads and other 
spons teams arc not the only orga- 
nizations to engage in hazing. 
According to the study, 8 percent 
of those Joining arts, music or the- 
ater groups and 7 percent of those 
joining church groups were hazed. 

Even though hazing could and 
docs deter some students from 
joining clubs and teams - 13 per- 
cent said they did not join a 
group because of hozing-there is 
also pressure on students to join 
organizations. College admission 
can hinge on membership and 
parddpadon in clubs, activities 
and sports. 

Realise of the secretive nature 
of hazing, most schools are 
unaware of what happens when 
students are left alone, especially 
away from school propei^. The 
result can be administrators who 
are ignorant of, misinformed 
about or turn a blind eye toward 
hazing.

After years of girls breaking 
onto all-boy teams in baseball, 
football and even vsTesiling, Ixiys 
arc beginning to demand places 
on teams in all-girl sports. 

This summer, five 16-year-old 
boys triggered an uproar at the 
Little League Softball World 
Scries. The boys showed up with 
the Arizona team, in uniform. The 
Senior League Softball World 
Scries has always been all girls, 
but these boys came to play and 
everybody had to let them. It’s the 
law. 

Still some teams refused to play 
the coed team, charing tliat the 
bigger, stronger boys gave the 
Ai^na team an unfair advantage. 
In fact, the Arizona team won the 
tournament by forfeit. An all-girl 
team from the Philippines refused 
to play the Arizona team in the 
find game even though they had 


beaten tlie coed team, 3-2, earlier 
in the toiimament. 

1 don't think that the boys 
should have tiecn allowed to play, 
Coed teams are fine when kids 
arc younger, but high school boys 
tmfairly change the game of soft- 
ball, lliey are bigger and stronger 
than high school girls. 

Tlicre is a simple solution to iill 
tiiis hubbub. Boys should have die 
chance to play softball on nll-boy 
teams. Likewise, girls should have 
die dioncc to play on all-^I base- 
ball teams. 

Tlie problem is tliat people keep 
thinking of softball as "girls base- 
ball.” As early as elementary 
school, we start getting boys to 
think baseball and girls to think 
softball. 

Softball is not girls baseball. It is 
a whole separate sport. 

Think of it: In softball, the ball is 
bigger. The dimensions of the 
field, the equipment, the uniforms 
and even .some of the rules ore dif- 


ferent. It takes different strategics 
to win at sofiliall. 

I am nut saying that softball is 
better or worse than baseball. 
Just different. Anyone who has 
seen a tournament-level fast- 
pitch softball game knows it is a 
tough and hard-nosed .sport. 

Check out the softball competi- 
tion in the Olympics next month. 
U.S. pitcher Lisa Fernandez is as 
overpowering as Pedro Martinez 
on his best day. 

So, let’s dt>w up softball to boys 
and get some all-girl baseball 
leagues.

Health district reminds parents 
to check child’s immunization records 


TWIN FALLS - South Central 
District Health Department is 
requesting that parents revdew 
their children’s immunisation 
records to make sure their child 
is completely immunized. 

In south central Idaho, many 
children receive the first three 
shots in the primary series of 
diiditberia,' tetanus and pertussis 
or whooping cough (DTaP), but 
the fourth &ot is often missed, 
the distria says. The fourth vacci- 
nation is also part of the primary 
series of shots against DTaP. 


. Health District 5, which 
includes the eight counties of (he 
Magic Valley, had the lowest 
immunization rates in the state in 
1999 for the diphthe^ tetanus 
and pertussis vaccination, the dis- 
trict says. The fourth DTaP dose, 
recommended at the age of 15 to 
18 months, is the one most often 
neglected. Only about 56 percent 
of children in District 5 received 
a fourth DTaP by 24 months of 
age in 1999. 

In addidqn to the DTaP series, 
a booster of DTaP should be 


given prior to kindergarten entry, 
the district says. 

Of the 40 cases of pertussis 
reported to the health district 
last year, nine of those were In 
chilchen age 5 or under. 

By the age of 24 months, e 
child should have had the follow- 
ing: four DTaP shots, three polio 
shots, four Rib shots, one 
measles, mumps, rubella slut and 
three hepatitis B shots.
